London. April 18.—The South Afri- 


can blue book, containing recent <Iis 
patchns ironi Sir Alfr^il Milner, rov- 
ernor of the Transvaal eoior.ips. ar.'J 
other official correspondence, has just 
been issued. Mr. Milner wired re- 
questing permission to return home at 
an early date, upon leave of absence, 
for the purpose ot resting. Mr. Jo- 
soph Chamberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary, replied by granting this request, 
but expressed the government's regret 
that it should be; necessary for Sir 
Alfred to leave South Alrica at the 
present time.

But Will Lay Villages Waste and

Peking, April IS.—The ministers of 


the foreign powers view with alarm 
the expedition against General Liu 
Kuaa Ting, as they think he will re- 
treat, probably laying waste the Til- 
lages he traverses and killing native 
Christians, and that such actions will 
be used as an excuse by the military 
for further aggression, which would 
probably be the taking of Tai Yuan-Fu. 
th" capital of Shan Si province. Cap- 
tain Reeves, attached to the American 
iesation here, accompanies the expe- 
dition to observe hapf-mJ'&s on be- 
liulf of the United States. 


At a meeting of the foreign minis- 


ters the question, of indemnities was 
discussed, 
ft is now estimated that 


£70.000,000 will cover all claims. 


A missionary named Kiliie has re- 


turn-id from San Ho. where Christians 
v.-ere burned to death in December. 
Mr. Kiliie reports to General Chaffoe 
that some time ago several of his con- 
verts were killed. He had the guilty 
parties tried in the Chinese courts, 
vvhere they were convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, subject to Li Hung 
Chang's signature. 
Mr. Kiliie came 


to Peking and saw Li Huns Chaug, 
who said the .men should be executed 
immediately. Upon going to San Ho 
three weeks later 
the missionary 


found the men alive. He spoke to a 
judge of the Chinese court on the mat- 
ter, who thereupon showed him a let- 
ter from Li Hung Chang giving ex- 
plicit instructions that the men must 
not be executed, as they had only befu 
convicted on the testimony of Chris- 
tians, consequently the evidence was 
untrustworthy. 


As to Korea. 


Washington. April IS.—Neither the 


Russian authorities nor the state I!L" 
pariiucnt officials have received any 
word concerning the reported Russo- 
Japanese negotiations relating to Ko- 
rea. 
One of these reports says that 


the negotiations are dos'.gned to de- 
termine I." s independence of Korea, 
and that, this action by two powers is 
prejudicial to the interests'of all the 
other powers interested in the eastern 
question. There ,is no indication, how- 
ever, that the United States feels s.n>- 
sisch concern, for about the only in- 
terest this government would have in 
the matter is that of keeping our com- 
merce -with Korea unobstructed.

men in. attendance at the strike meet- 
ing at McKeesport reported that As- 
sistant Superintendent L. Harrison of 
the W. Dewees Wood mill made theta 
an offer of increased pay to return to 
work. They refused to go back and 
he informed them that he would put 
other men. in their places. It.was re- 
ported that 150 skilled -workman were 
brought'to Pittsburg from 
different 


points. They did not arrive, in a body, 
but in gangs of 15 and -20. and were 
immediately seat by different, routes 
to McKeesport. 


Story of the Trouble. 


Pittsburg, April IS.—The McKees- 


port trouble is the first visible erup- 
tion of a condition that has beer, de- 
veloping for over a year, beginning: 
with the formation of the American 
Steel Sheet company. The individual 
companies that were absorbed had no 
uniform way of treating the workers. 
Those in the association of steel sheet 
manufacturers employed- and- recog- 
nized union labor. Those outside wre 
nonunion. The combine took. in all. 
When it came to a settlement of * 
scale last year the Amalgamated As- 
sociation demanded that their scale 
be sisned for all mills. This -the com- 
pany refused, claiming that iu some 
mills the nonunion men were getting 
more, than scale rates, and that, it 
would be unfair to cut them dowu to 
that of organized labor.

AUTOMATON CHESS-PLAYER. 


X«Erteas Player in Boi -Wins 3Maay Com- 


pllcated Chesa OanieK. 


Tudor Jenks, writing of "A Modern 


Magician" (Robert Houdin) 
in 
St 


Nicholas, has this to say of a famous 
trick of one of Houdin's predecessors. 
This was the "Automaton 
Chess- 


player" that had once set all Europe 
to guessing. 
Houdin 
explains this 


trick. The figure was a Turk, appar- 
ently too small to hold a man inside, 
and 
it 
played 
chess 
successfully 


against the best players in the world— 
being rarely beaten. "But the whole 
contrivance was a mere deception. The 
figure was moved by a Polish officer, 
a refugee who had lost both legs in 
battle, and was therefore able to pack 
himself snugly into the hollow figure 
or into the chest upon which it sat 
While the inside of the Turk's body 
was examined the officer was stowed 
in the box below; and he climbed up 
into the Turk when the box was in- 
spected. Thus 
hidden, 
the 
officer 


played chess against Catharine of Rus- 
sia while that empress "was offering a 
reward for his capture. It is said the 
imperial player cheated, 
whereupon 


the mechanical Turk lost his mechan- 
ical temper and swept the chessmen 
from the board! Afterward Catharine 
•ordered the figure to be left in her 
palace, M. de Kempelen being thus 
forced to carry oft the real player in 
^ packing-box. 
The next day (proba- 


bly after the empress had tried in 
vain to discover the "missing link") 
Kempelon explained that the chess- 
player required his own personal at- 
tention, anl thus persuaded her to let 
it go! A circumstance that helped to 
fool the public was the fact that the 
Polish officer wore artificial legs while 
out of the figure. This chess auto- 
maton was once owned by Napoleon 
Bonaparte, came twice to this country, 
and in 1S54 was buried in Philadel- 
phia.
